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INTRODUCTORY 


This will be the first report in full volume after the war. 

2. The publication of this report has been delayed very considerably for 
works in connection with Partition. 

3. The most important event during the year under report has been the 
opening of the West Bengal Division for the control of the management of 
the existing private forests and the introduction of afforestation works in 
West Bengal. Bengal even before the partition was very insecure as regards 
the supply of her forest produce and the position of West Bengal as 
constituted now has become even worse. The sufferings of the people of 
West Bengal from the ravages of floods, erosion, famines and pestilences are 
well known and the question of afforestation and preservation of her existing 
forests are of paramount importance. It is gratifying to be able to record 
that the position has at last been appreciated, and a Bill was introduced in 
the Bengal Legislative Assembly in 1944 which has during the year under 
report been made into a Governor's Act. 

4. The previous year's figures are given in brackets for comparison 
throughout the report.

2. Forest Settlement (Form No. 8). 

G. The settlement of 0*54 square miles of Dolepchen Ridge in the 
KaJimpong Division remained pending at the close of the year. In connec- 
tion with the Development Scheme No. 138 Government in their memo- 
randum No. 413For., dated 25th April 1946, decided that an area of 2,000 
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acres of land at Bethuadaliari in Nadia should he acquired and brought 
under plantation, only 24*61 acres were actually acquired at a cost of 
Rs. 5,144 and brought under plantation during the year as per notification 
No. 1934L.A., dated ]8th March 1946. 


3. Demarcation (Form No. 9). 

7. The total length of boundaries stood at 8,340 (8,340) miles, 1,796 
(1,610) miles of the existing boundaries were repaired at a cost of Its. 12,118 
(Ils. 11,092). 


4. Forest Surveys (Form No. 10). 

8. No special forest surveys were undertaken by the Survey of India. 
The special s<‘lienie for the survey of the Atia Forests and the Squatters^ land 
in the ])a(K‘a-Myjnensingh Division was undertaken. Jjocal surveys by the 
Forest staff were carried out as usual.

1. Regulation of Management. 

(a) Preparaiion and control of Regular Worlnng Plans {Form No. 11). 

9. The prescription of the Working Plan of the Kuliinpong Division 
lapsed. A five-year working scheme for the Kalimpong Division and a ten- 
year working scheme for the Chittagong Hill Tracts Division were prepared 
l)y respective Divisional Forest Officers. 

ddie draft j)rescriptions of the revised ])lans of dalpaiguri and Buxa 
Divisiojis were still being followed. Plans of tlu'se two divisions could not 
be submitted to the (Tovernment for sanction owing to shortage of staff. 

The compilation of the working schemes for the Dacca-Myinensingh 
Division was completed and was awaiting submission to Government for 
sanction. 


(5) Preliminary Worhing Plan Report. 

10. The prtdiminary working plan E-epori for the Kalimpong Division 
was prepared and submitted during the year.

17. The ])or(*cnlag;c of increase as coniparorl with ilie average of tlie 
preceding three years was *‘11*^1. A i>rol(>iiged s])oll of dry weather was 
resrunisible for the increase under “Injury to forest hy fire”. Tlie decrease 
under “unaniliorised grazing” was due 1o stricter coiilrol hy tin* stalV. 
The irnavase uad(*r (dher heads was mainly due io tin* r<‘organisaiion and 
strengthening of houndary patrols and greater vigilan(‘e on the part of the 
suhordiiiate staff. 

18, Five thousand two liundred and four cases under “Other 

offences” eonsisl<*(l of 026 fnr “Illicit rmnoval of ])rodm‘e”, 209 for 
“Violation of condititnis laid down in ])ernn(s’\ 00 foi* “illicit Imtding and 
shooting'’, 07 for “Illicit lishing” and 4,20<J fi>r “Miscellaneous”. 

Ifh Tlie niiinher of cases dis])ose(l of' during the year was »S.087 includ- 
ing 4-lS cases pending from (he j)revio\is year. '125 eases lemainc'd nndisi>os(;il 
of ilnring the year. The total iiuinher of eascvS taken ijito the eourt was 470 
ineluding ])eiiding fiom previous year. Of these 221 easi's invedving 
1*187 ])ersons resuliiMl in conviction and 244 cases remained ])ynding at the 
close of the year. Eleven eases involving 18 persons resulted in acquittals. 

20. Under section 08 of the Indian Forest Act, 1927, tlie Divisional 
Forest Officers cnm])oiinded 8,148 (0,222) eases involving 11,999 (9,942) 
pei'sons and realised Its. 08,814 (Ks. 49,508) as eonqiensation and let off 
7 (18) cases involving 80 (89) pei\sons with warning. 81 0^0) cases remained 
pending at the close of the year. 


(h) Fire ProtecUon (Form Nos. 14 and 76). 


21. Special measures for protection from fire weie undertaken in 400,002 
(398,047) acres, out of which 11,092 (2,0o5) acres were burnt. The 
percentage of success was 97‘1 (99*5). The ex])enditure incurred in this 

connection was Rs. 12,744 (Its. 11,074). 

Alepal and Sikkim portions of the frontier fire lines w^ere cleared as usual 
by the respective Durbars. 



The Dar 3 eeliiig:-IIimalayan Railway Co. cleared the fire traces above 
Tista Valley railway lines from Geillekhola to Rian^^^. The much desired 
scheme for spark arrester for the Darjeeling-Himalayan Railway engines 
has not yet been given effect to. 


{c) Regnlaiion of grazing by cattle {Fonn Nos. 16 and 17). 

22. Six fhousand one hundred ai^d thiriv-fonr (fi,l»]2) sciuare miles 
of forests were entirely closed to grazing. 717 (717) square miles were open 
to grazing of all animals throughout the year, 105 (165) square miles to 
grazings of non-browsers only and 127 (127) square miles to non-browsers only 
for i)art of the year. 

2»^. Three thousand and fifty-nine cattle were impounded during the 
year under report. 

24. Number of cattle stall-fed in the Darjeeling and Kurseoiig Divisions 
was 291) (247). There w’cre 10 (10) Government hathans in the Darj«*e1ing 
Division used for stall-feeding. In the Buxa Division privil(‘god grazing 
was ])erjnilted in closed areas to milch and plough cattle belonging to 
Forest villagers and to draught cattle engaged by the timber contractors in 
extraction of timber. 

Provision for controlled rotaiional gTazing for the draught animals of the 
adjacent Tea Estates and Jote lands has been made? in the revised Working 
Plans for tln^ Jalpaiguri and Buxa Divisions. 


(d) Injuries from natural causes and protertire vicasurcs underfahen. 

25. (I) Inserts . — 50 per cent, of the chamy> ])lantations at Kundong in 

the Kurseong Division were damaged by Urostylis punctigera. 

(II) Borers and defoliators . — The .ud borer did a good deal of damage 
to the plantations in Bagdogra, Sevoke and Sukna Ranges of the Kurseong 
Division. In the Buxa Division, damage by sal borer {Tloploccravibyx 
spinlcornis) was notic^ed mainly on wind fallen green sal trees. Borer 
attack was also noticed in the young teak {Teciona grandis) plantations in 
the Rydak Range. 

Teak plantations in the Kassalong Range of the ChittagongjHill Tracts 
Division was attacked by defoliator but with little effect on their growHh. 

(HI) Fiijigi . — A few teak trees in the plantations of the Ritapahar Range, 
Chitiagong Hill Tracts Division, were found attacked with fungus. 

(IV) Loranthus . — The pest continued its damage in old blocks of sal 
plantations of both Jalpaiguri and Buxa Divisions. Arrangements were 
made to remove the Loranthus borne plants at frequent intervals. Damage 
by Loranthus was also noticed in gamhar plantations in Chittagong Hill 
Tra(‘ts Division. Ijopping of branches and felling of infected trees were 
(?onti tilled and as a result 40 acres of gamhar plantations were clear-felled 
during the joslt. 

(V) Weeds There had been a progressive invasion of blanks and 

partially open areas by Assanilata (Ev pntorimn spp.) in the Bnxa Division. 
Normal weedings were carried out in all plantations. 
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(VI) Vlimhers, — ClimherB caused considerable damage in the , high 
forests of,. the Jalpaiguri and Buxa Divisions. They were cut as far as 
funds permitted, 

(VII) Wild animals. — Deer, bison, monkey, elephants and wild pigs 
caused as usual sporadic damage to plantations and bamboo areas. 

(VIII) Earthquake. — None reported. 

(TX) TAind -.slips. — The most serious land-sli])s occurred at Paglajhora and 
Dhobijliora in Little Kangit block of the Tonglu Itange on the Manihlian- 
jang-Batasi Cart Hoad : the roadway was C(»iiii)letely washed away and 
thereby cart traffic was stopped. Another serious land-slip occurred in 
Aiidhera block in the Kurseoiig Division and as a result, the railway litie was 
blocked for a considerable time. Minor land-slips occurred in many ])la(tes 
both in the Darjeeling and Kaliinpong Divisions. Check dams were r(*paired 
in afl'ected areas and cuttings of Kikuya grass were planted as a protective 
measure. 

Ill tlie Kaliinpong Division various protective works designed to stabilise 
the land were undertaken. They consisted of (/) construction of revetment 
walls, cross drains, wooden fascines, (m) edging of slo])e.s, terracing, plugging 
cracks and crevasses and {Hi) diverting natural drainage. In addition to 
these, ])lanting and soAving were also taken up during the year under report. 

(X) irZ/nZ and cychmc. — Nothing to report. 

(XI) Frnst and s7iow. — In the Hill Forests of the Darjeeling and Kalim- 
pong Divisions, frost did some damage to young seedlings, but the damage 
was not so serious. 

(XIT) Erosion . — In the Kurseotig Division, the Tista river eroded a con- 
siderable portion of Samardauga Block in tbe Sevoke Ilange. The total area 
idfected Avas estimated to be 140 acres. Lobagarh and Aleehi blocks in llie 
l^ankbabari Range of tlie same Division were partly affected by the Mechi 
river. The area affected was 800 acres. 

In the Jalpaiguri Division, the Tista river (‘ontiiiued eroding the 
Chengmari Forest causing considerable damage to the immature sal crops. 

Both the Daina and Jaldaeca rivers continued to change their courses. 
The damage was not so serious. 

Protective nieasures were taken on the bank of Chel river. -The estimate 
of (^ost and specification were prepared by tbe Executive Engineer, Irrigation 
Direiitorate. The Avork done in the months of April and May 1045 Avas 
comparatively satisfactory and the cost was Rs. 5,9^ i^uly. More protected 
measures are necessary to avoid further damage. 

The Moortee river damaged beat house and plantations. The beat house 
had to be shifted from Batabari to Nagrakata. 

In the Buxa Division, the Chaitanyajhora was threatening damage to 
Rajbhatkhawa Forest Dispensary and subordinates’ quarters on ils bank. 
Protective measures were undertaken to prevent damage to these buildings. 
Damage to .sal and huhat trees in Jainti I31ock by the erosion and overfloAviug 
of the Jainti river continued though to a lesser degree than in the ]>reviou8 
years. The Malangi and Bania rivers eroded their banks badly in some 
places. In the North Barojhar forests, the Toorsa river broke into Malangi, 
through which passed a large volume of water cutting the banks and eroding 
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a considerable portion of the Sandamini Tea Estates. There was also erosion 
al()n^ the eastern bank of the Toorsa river and the tract lying between the 
T()brsa and the Malangi rivers in Barojhar Forests underwent some physical 
changes — some of the original swam])8 in the Ilhino Sanctuary were silted 
up and new depressions were formed. 

(XIII) Drou(/lit . — No damage w-as reported. 

(XIV) Hail . — Nothing serious to report.

1 1 .—Afforestation and regeneration (Form No. 18). 

27, AfVoresialion work was undertaken in tlje Kaliiiijiong Division in 
iuo an'iis, viz., (i) Development Areja Protected Forests <unni)risiiig an area 
of 17G ()1 ac i'(‘S, seaitered in Ki small plots, and (?/) Dabipchen Sli]) ll<‘serve 
which is a e.ojni)act area of 1S8'I8 aeres. The details of work earried out in 
eiu'h area are given below: — 

(/) Dwchfpmcnt /Irca Protected Forests . — Apart from protective works, 
the raising of plantations by sowing and transplanting w^as carried out with 
fast growing species, c.//., vtis (Alnus vcpalcnsis)^ saur {Hctula sjtp.)^ cherry, 
mcilatfa {M acarovun .vpp. ), Ert/thritui .rpp., etc. So far an area of G8()7 
acres was planted up, including 7T3 acres taken up during the year under 
re])ort. Tlie total cost of raising new plantations over 7*13 acres and 
maintaining old areas by filling up vacancies, raising seedlings in nurseries 
«ind pay of malis was Ks. 2,02G. 

Protective works, such as construction of revetment walls, check-dams, 
drains, terracing, etc., were imdcrtaken at a cost of Its. 1,031. 

(ii) Dalnprhen Slip Jicserve , — The entire area was planted up previously, 
hut due to slips, erosion, and subsidence of the hill-sides failures occurred. 
In order to fill up vacancies a nursery is being maintained to raise seedlings 
for transplanting. Cleaning and filling up vacancies were undertaken during 
the year and the cost incurred was Rs. 1,908, including pay of mali. Fast 
growing species, such as phaledo {Erythrina indica), Poinseitm^ utis (Alnus 
nepalcnsis) f panisaj {Tcrminalia myriocarpa) , vialaUa {Macaranga spp.), 
cherry, simr (Betula spp.) and bamboos, were tried. Seeds of lampati 
(J)uafninga sonneratioides) were also broadcast along the sides of jhoraa. 
Tho result so far is satisfactory. 
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Protective works were also undertaken and expenditure incurred was 
Rs. 2,077 apart from the maintenance of boundaries and fencing. « 

In the Southern Circle, an extensive scheme for the establishment of a 
plantation felling series in the various parts of tlie Chittagong Division was 
prepared as ])art of the Post-War Reconstruction Scheme No. 139. Regene- 
ration under clear-felling with trtwn/AV^-system was continued in the Chitta- 
gong Hill Tracts Division. Teak and jaryl were the main spiyies ])lantcd. 
Regeneration of ml in the Dacca-Mymenaingh Division was satisfactory and 
was helped by departmental early burning. 

An area of 24*C1 acres was afforested in the Nadia Division. 


III.— Establishment of Reproduction (Form No. 18).

28. Natural reproduction of sal {Shorm robusta) was noticed in the 
Forests of the Tondu Range ol‘ ihe Jal}faiguri Division, but the result was 
, unsatisfactory except in the high forests of Khariarbaiular. Progress of 
natural regeneration in fuel coupes in Buxa Division was satisfactory. 

Natural reproduction in the areas felled in the Sunderbans Division 
during the year was on the whole satisfac'tory. In the Ramgarh-Sitakundu 
Range of the Chittagong Division natural reproduction of teak was noticed 
under the parent trees. This was prohabljr due to the accidental burning of 
the surface soil. In the Chittagong Hill Tracts Division two natural 
regeneration plots of 100 and 2 acres, respectively, were opened. In the 
Dacca-Mymenaingh Division an area of 2,305 acres was clear-felled and 
regenerated under the simple coppice system.

29. CleaT‘-l(.‘lliiJK Jollowed l)y arliiiriiil regeneration in (‘onjunelioii with 
hiunf/ija was llie main system ofrestoeking in tlio Noribern Circle. 

In the Southern Circ le, artificial regeneration was carried out in the 
Chittagong and Chittagong Hill Tracts Divisions. Only 2,785 acres of new 
plantations were added during the year in both the Northern and Southern 
(Ureles. In view of the acute shortage of fuel in the Contai subdivision of 
the Midnapore district, experimental plantations have been decided upon. 
A nursery has been opened at Contai and suitable areas are being acquired for 
expeiiiiiental plantation works at Digha on the seashore. 


III.— Tending. 

80. Climber-cutting, cleaning, jungle clearing, weeding, thinnings and^ 
general upkeep of the existing plantations w’cre carried out as far as funds 
and labour permitted. 

81. Cost. — The cost of alforestation and regeneration including the 
upkeep of the existing plantations was Ils, 1,44,009 (Rs. 1,29,028). 

82. Concral. — This was a good seed year for all species. Natural 
reproduction of susoo (Dalberyia Sissoo) and hhair (Acacia catachu) in 
riverain areas continued to be very satisfactory.

The 
utilisation of a huge quantity of defertivo logs of tin* pr(*vious year’s stock 
and sawing of tiinliej* to definite sizes ac<‘ording to orders received were 
responsible for the increase in tbe rate of wastage.

extraction of timber was continued on a large scale in tlie Kassalong Eange 
of the (Ihittagoiig Hill Tracts Division and timber ^vas rafted down to the 
Government Timber Depot at Chittagong for disposal. Thirty-two thousand 
one hundred and thirty cubic, feet of timber was extracted by tractor in tlie 
Chittagong Hill Tracts from forest to river bank depots during the year. 
P"or want of spare j)art8, the old tractor remained idle during the whole year. 

Six thousand eight hundred and twenty-four cubic feet of timber was 
extracted by elephants during the year. The elephants were partly engaged 
for arranging logs extracted by tractor at river bank depots. 

Forty tlnmsand four hundred and eighty cubic feet of timber was extracted 
by manual labour.

(2) Mitior proditre . — Bamboo and other minor ])roduce were sold to the 
purchasers mostly under permits at scheduled rates. Details of the revenue 
realised on various items are shown in Form No. 24. A total sum of 
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Rfl. 6,19,175 (Rs. 5,50,245) was realised on sales during the year. Toll on 
fishing in the waters of the Suiidarhiins Division contnmed and a sum of 
Its. 22,674 (Rs. 17,77^1) was realised on this account during the year. 

r‘19. ^1ights and privileges. — There are no rigliis in the Reserved forests 
under the management of this Directorate, but there are certain concessions. 
The Manager of the Government Cinchona Plantation at Munsong enjoys the 
privilege of issuing himself free permits for forest produce required for his 
plantations, the Khas Mahal tenants obtain free su])plip8 of leaf -mould and 
grazing at concession rates and the Khas Mahal vumdals are allowed free 
grassing to the extent of 7 cows per head. Free grazing was permitted over 
all the forests in the Dacca-Mymensingh Division, except in Sunkholas and 
newly regenerated areas. 

40. Free grants, etc. — The following statement shows the quantity and/ 
or value of forest produce given either free of royalty or at coiu*essitni rate and

The decrease in revenue was duo to the suspension of supply of timber for war purposes 
by the middle of the year. 

The decrease in expenditure under A — Conservancy and Works was mainly due to loss 
purchase of timber for w^ar purposes. 

The increase in expenditure under B — establishment was mainly due to increased rate 
of deamesB allowance. 
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45. The prescribed analysis of the receipts and expenditure shows that 
of the receipts 93*7 (93*7) per cent, came from major produce, 7 0 (5 ’3) per 
cent, from minor produce, *5 (*3) per cent, from commutation fees for forest 
produce, *3 (-2) per cent, from fjrrazinj^, 4*2 (3-0) per cent, from miscellane- 
ous and 5 *8 (2 *5) per cent, went out as refunds, while of the exi)enditure 
37 ;3 (48’1) per cent, was spent on Extraction, 10-0 (6*6) per cent, on roads 
and buildings, *3 (*2) per cent, on fire protection, 3*2 (2*9) per cent, on 
cultural operations, 1 *7 (1 *6) per cent, on live-stock, stores and plant, *1 (?1) 
per cent, on working plans, *9 (*5) per cent, on rent for leased forests, 
4-9 (6-5) per cent, on miscelhiiieous and 40*5 (32 ;8) i»er cent, on administra- 
tion and 1*1 (•()) j»er cent, on charges in England.

The revenue c(d!e(d,ed 
was (livid(‘d e(|ua]|y l^etween two (}ov(‘rnmtnts of A.^sani and Bengal and all 
the cost of management was borne by Bengal. 

CHAPTER VI--RESEARCH AND EXPERIMENTS. 
Silviculture. 

51. (1) General'. — Tbe work was carried out in accordance with the 
programme sanctioned for tbe year. The programme of work for the ])eriod 
April 1945 to March 1950 has been coinjdeted. During tlie War period 
research work was limited due to paucity of staff. 

(2) Experimental Silviculture. — Naiuml Uvuencration. — (A) Chittagong 
Tropical Scini-K vcrgvcvii and Moist Deciduous Forests. — (?) The experiments 
in the Cox’s Bazar subdivision on tbe regeneration of Dipieroraipus eostatus 
and other si)ecies of th(‘ tropical semi-evergreen forests were continued. 
Although certain recruitment was noticed, results are not promising. 

(ii) The dibbling of seed of Diptcrorarpvs turhinatus in natural forest is 
quite successful and may be useful to aid natural regeneration in the Chitta- 
gong forests. 

(B) Chittagong Tropical Evergreen Forests. — Experiments on natural 
regeneration of evergr(‘en forests in the Kasalong Reserve of tlie Chittagong 
11 ill 3'racts were continued. Results were fairly satisfactory. 

(Cl) iSal (Shoren robusta) Forests. — Experiment on natural regeneration of 
various types of .uil forests in North Bengal were continued mainly on the 
lines of flic so-called Kanirup metliod. The results so far arc very poor. It 
appears that burning alone, or aided by slashing the undergrowth, to obtain 
thatch, and the recruitment of sal is a veiy slow and costly method of getting 
the desired results. On the other hand the gradual ojiening up of the 
canopy and rains weeding, after a good seed year, followed by fire protection 
produces satisfactory results. Results of divisional experimental plots at 



19 


Kainiatong, Buxa Division, justify the above remarks. Established repronera- 
tion is to be seen in these divisional experimental plots where the eanopy has 
been opened up, and rains weeding and fire protection carried out. 

In Bengal, the pjoblem of sal natural regeneration is not of great urgency, 
as sal grown in plantations is fast, there is no delay in establishment and the 
work is concentrated and thus the cost of plantations by the taungya method 
is probably not more exi^ensive than natural regeneration and the ].)resent 
labour force is almost sufficient in most divisions to plant u]) to the full 
prescriptions of the working plan. 

(D) Tidal Forests. — No new experiment was started in this type of forests 
during the year under report. A new j)roblem has now arisen in the afforesta- 
tion of the coastal areas and tidal creeks of the Midnapore disiricl. An 
experiment has been designed to as(*ertain the best method of allorestation of 
such areas, the species to be tried first are : — 

Aviccnnifi officinalis^ Ceriops roxlmrgliiana and I^ipa fruiticans with 
Casuarina on the sand dunes. 

(3) Nursery Work. — Four nurseries with gardens in varying localities 
and elevations were maintained by the Silvicultural division during the year 
under report. Houtine tests on the relative suitability of shaded aud 
unshfuled beds for each s])et‘ies, both exotic* and indigenous, were earned out; 
]•ela1i^(‘ iiuTits of direc‘t sowing trails] dan ting in the rains and in winter, and 
stuni]) f)lan1ing for eac h ,specic‘s with, or without a eoveu* cro]>, were investigat- 
ed, A list of suceessful species grown is given below i —

(iv) Ilazarikbil (edevation — 100 feet, rainfall — 125 inches). — Arloearpus 
hirsvfay Artocarpns mteyri folia, IJursera serratta, Cassia si(tmeii, Anacardinni 
ocridrntaley Saraca indica, Poinciana regia, Milleifia ornlifolia, Cholorophora 
e^cclsa, Xylia dolnhriformis, Casnarimi equisctifolia. 

(4) Artificial Regeneration, — (A) Wet Plains Sal Forests (Eastern Terai 
Type). — (1) Plantation grown sal was doing very well in all tlie sal divisions 
of North Bcmgal specially on well drainc^d soil. Damage hy pig was notice- 
aide only in some badly affected areas l)ut on the whole damage was iicigli- 
gible. 

l/orantbus attack in sal ]dantations still continues specially in the Jalpai- 
guri division but this pest can l)e eradicattMl hy cutting down the attacked 
branches, whicdi is costly. J<lxperimeutal plots to see how far the loranthus 
really affects the sal are required. 
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(2) Jarul (Lagerstroewia flos-reginae) still cantinucs to be the favourite 
species specially for low areas. Teak (Tectona grandis) plants were tried with 
success in the drier type of sal areas. 

(3) Soft wood species, viz., jntali (Trewia nudi flora) and simvl (Bombax 
rnalabaricnvi) with Jafiim (Amoora rohiUil(a) in alternate lines 6 feet apart 
in i)referably higher land and hadam {Anthorcjthalus indicus) in low areas 
w^ere being: planted successfully on extensive scale in Damanpore Range of 
the Buxa division, to replace the poor type of wet mixed sal forests. 

(R) Chiifagong Moist Deciduous Forests, — Teak and garjan {Dipterocarpus 
sp2).) were the princij)al plantation grow'n species of this type of forests. 
Boilam {Aniso^ptera glabra) is being introduced into the plantations this year. 

(0) Chittagmig Tropical Evergreen Forests. — Teak, jarul pyingado 
(Xylia d(flahriformia) and chapalisli (Artocarpus chaplasha) continued to do 
well in this type of forests. Gajnari (Gmelina arborca) plants are still 
infested with Loranthus. 

(D) Tapper ^ Middle arid Lower Hill Forests of Darjeeling Division. — (1) 
llpi)er Hill Forests (elevation— 7,000 feet and ui>). — Kxotic spp., c./y., 
Larue Icptolepis, Finns patula^ Pinus tfiunhergliy Thuja plicata^ Cvprcssus 
lusHanira^ Cupressus fiinebrisj Cupressus eashmiriana, Cupressvs torulosa and 
Picca morinda appear to grow’ satisfactorily. 

The indigc'uous spp., e.g,, oaks {Qncrcus lineata, Querons la'mcllo.sa), 
kawlas (Mae/iilus odoratissima, Maehilvs cdulis)^ champ (Miehelia excclsa) 
are doing w'ell. 

(2) Middle TTill Forests (elevation 4,500 feet io 7,000 feet ^. — Quervus spp., 
Maeldhts spp., Acer cain/fbilJii, Miehelia e.eeelsa. Alnns nrpalensis, Pnmus 
nrpalensis, Pel ala ej/hiidrosiaeh j/s appear to do wiil in this tyi)e oi‘ l'or(‘sts. 

(3,) Lower Hill Forcsis (elevntioii up to 4,500 feet). — Artocarpus chajdasha, 
Aifatilh us grandis^ Term inaha mifrioearpa. Cedrcla toona, Ch ukrassia 
tabu laris, Lagerst roeniia flosregirur. appear to grow .satisfactorily. 

(5) MiSCellaneOUSs — (1) Pyrethrum ((Tiri/santhcmuni eiricrari or folium) 
W'Us sow’n in every nursery in the upper hill forests in August-September 1945. 
It germinates well and thrives best in shaded Inuls. The first of flowers 
appear in May of the second year. The most satisfactory method of growing 
pyrethrum in Bengal has been determined. 

(2) Tlie experiments to ascertain if the rot developed in teak raised by 
stump planting w’cre continued. 

(3) /^reservation plots. — The existing preservation plots, 28 in number, 
w^ere maintained. 

(4) Muli bamboo {Melocanna haTnhu.%oides) seeds were tried in the hill 
forests of the Darjeeling district but they failed to germinate. 

(5) Soil under the tliick canopy of Cryptomcriei japonica and that under 
deciduous forests was tested by the Director of the Geological Survey of 
India, Calcutta, for comparative acidity, the result showed that the difference 
in acidity was negligible. 

(6) Sporadic flow’ering of Melocanna hamhusoides was noticed in the 
Chittagong Division. 
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(7) rhenological observations of Tectona grandis and Shorea rohu.^ta were 
made and recorded. 

(8) The work on afforestation of waste lauds in the district of Nadia was 
taken Tip under the supervision of this division during the year under report. 

(6) Statistics. — Routine measurements of scientifif'- plots were carrie:! out 
as usual and plots requiring computation of volume figures were sent to the 
Central Silviculturist, Forest Research Institute, Dehra Dun, for the 
purpose. Copies of other measurements, notes and ohservuiioiis taken on the 
experimental plots were also sent to the Central Silviculturist for his informa- 
tion and record. Obseiwation and measurement in the Silvicultural nurseries 
and gardens were made and recorded. 

There were 344 scientific plots at the end of the year. 

Records. — General and scientific ledger files number 235 and 300 
respectively. 

A pamphlet on fuel and fodder spp. in Bengal has becai taken up and is 
under compilation. 


The Utilisation. 

52. The Divisional Forest Officer, Utilisation Division, assisted geiKTally in the 
work of direction and liaison conned ed with the su})plies of timber, etc., for war 
purposes from .all territorial divisions in tho provimic during the year. In 
addition, ac^tivitios woic directed towards purchasing timber from areas outside 
Government forest localities as well. The dernandws for war piirpost's greatly 
incn'asod in tlie beginning of tho year, and continued for a few months wit !i the 
result' that tlie total suppli()s of timber increascjd more than three times of the 
supply of the pi'evious year. Owing to sudden ci^ssation of hostilities in the 
middk^ of the year the incre.ased demands notic’cd in the hcgiiming of the year 
coaxed and supplies were tfiereaftcr delivered on a large!}^ rcducerl scale to th<^ 
\anous milit.ary units. But the supply to other departments of Government 
and Railways and public bodies continued to be on the increase with the result 
that this otiice continued to bo as busy as ever and there was gn at pressurt; of 
work in all dircHitions. Very soon after the cessation of host ilities siij)})lies of 
timber in connection with post-var rt‘coustruction prri)oses were started. This 
gave the opportunit y to dispose of some of the surplus timbers tfiat rtunaiiKMi on 
our hands in tbo various depots owing to canoellation of sujipiy orders as a 
direct result of tlie sudden cessation of hostilities. 


Supply. 

In addition to the supplies arranged through the territorial Divisional 
Forest Officers throughout the province the Divisional Forest Officer, Utilisation 
Division, had to arrange for local purchase of timber in areas outside the 
jurisdiction of the territorial Divisional Forest Officers in order to moot iiien^ased 
demands of the Military and R. A. F. Units. The abstract of the supply obtained 
through this source is stated below : —

Rup(‘<‘H 2,43,(U9 (Ra. 2,83,245) was spent in connection with the purchase of 
timixr for the Timber Supplies Directorate, including the pay and allowances of 
tcm])orary establishment maintained in the division in that connection. Rupees 
2,60,042 (Rs. 2,54,108) was received from the C/cotral Goveriiment during th<j year, 
out c»l wliii^i Rs. 23,240 was credited to revenue of the di\dsii>ri. An expenditure 
of Rs. 1,(%32 only was incurred durii»g the 3 ear iu connection with the work 
relatiu.i> to th<‘ distrlhution of the cutting tools througliout Bengal cxiduding 
Calcuttii aiM.l tlie (■alcutta Industrial Area. The entire amount was recovered from 
the (Vntral Coveriinient within the year. 

Aji expenditure of Rs. 239 was incurred in this division for Governinuxt of India 
Timber i)(‘pot contingencies and part pay of depot staff. The entire amount was 
recovcri‘d in full during the year from the Central Govcrnm3nt. 

The Utilisation Ranges formed for the efficient management of the Government 
of India Timber De])ots continued to function under the administrative control of 
the territorial Divisional Forest Officers throughout the year. 

The function of the official distributDr of saw-milling cutting tools was performed 
by the Divisional Forest Officer, Utilisation Division, until the end of the year 
when the entire stocks wei'c returned to the custody of the Officer-in-charge, 
Govcnimout of India Timber Depot, Paharpore, Calcutta. The establishment, 
viz., 1 (ilerk and 1 peon, entertained in this connection was disbanded at the close 
of the year. 

To add to the increased activities of this division, the control of movom.mt of 
timber by rail and the is.suo of transit pass3s reUting to this movement were con- 
tinued (luring the year as well. The Divisional ForevSt Officer, Utilisation Division, 
continued to work as a member of the Provincial Timber Transport Advisory 
Committee, Bengal-Assam Railway Zone, which was set up for the control of 
the movement of timber by rail during the previous year. This resulted in an 
enormous increase in the work in this office. 

Programme for all movements of timber by rail over the Bengal-Assam 
Railw^ay SysU»m, which work was transferred to the local office of the Timber 
Supplies Directorate, Government of India, in December 1944 had 
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again to be issued by this office from the month of December 1945 until the 
end of the year. The posts of 2 clerks and 1 stenographer were sanctioned 
for this programming work. But the post of stenograplier could not be 
filled up during the year as the sanctioned pay of the post was found quite 
inadequate. 

Bengal Timber Prices Control Order, 1944, which was notified during 
the previous year under notifications No. 13561Fot., dated Till August 1944, 
and No. 19095For., dated 23rd November 1944, continued to be in fon^e 
throughout the year. 

The entire supply of sleepers from Bengal Forest Department had to bo 
arranged by the F.U.O. with the Sleeper Control Organisation of the 
Baihvay Board. Payments for these sleepers were also made hy Forest 
Utilisation Offu'er on behalf of the Financial Adviser and Chief Accounts 
Officer of the Railways concerned as in previous years. Rupees T, TO, 000 
(Rs. 8,T2,021) was disbursed accordingly during the year.

56. Cadre of Senior Forest Rangers.— The post of a Senior Forest 
Ranger which was kept in abeyance was filled up from 1st October 1945 by 
promotion of a Forest Ranger. 

5T. Divisional permanent clerical staff.— Proposals for increasing the 
number of permanent clerical posts in the various Divisional Forest Offices 
in Bengal w^ere submitted to Government during the year. 

The proposal for the creation of permanent posts of Accountants in the 
Divisional Forest Offices was under the consideration of Government. 

58. Gonoral organisation. — The inadequacy of trained staff existed as 
before. The great preponderance of untrained staff over trained Foresters 
caused much difficulty in administration and lowered efficiency in general. 
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59. Deputationi-^Mr. K. L. Lahiri, d.c.f., was deputed for a course of 
aclvaut'.e forestry training at Oxford for a period of about 8 months from 
January ]94f). Three Foresters, one from Chittagong Division, one from the 
Chittagong Hill Tracts Division and one from Working Plans Division were 
deputed to the Indian Forest College, Dehra Dun, for the Dangers’ Course 
for the season 1 940-48.

Fourteen Foresters, 4 from the Sunderbans Division and 10 from the 
Chittagong Division, were deputed to the Bengal Forest School for training 
for the session 1945-46. 
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Mr. S. Sitling, li.s.F.s,, held the charge of the School DiviBion as 
Director and Forest Banger K. M. Idris Uossain was the Instructor. 

64. Preliminary training of Foresters, Forest Guards, eto.->-With a 

view to develop or rehahilitate.4he forest and increase the efficiency of 
management, a preliminary training school was opened at Barairyiulhala in 
the Chittagong Division to train newly appointed and inexperiened staff in 
tile nidiineiits of their official duties. The period of training was about one 
month and a half from the 1st December 1945.

68. Temporary cultivation within Governmont forests. — In the Chitta- 
gong Division the policy of leasing out small jilots of cultivable lands within 
the Government Forests for temporary cultivation on annual pennits con- 
tinued during the year. 

69. Elephants in the Directorate. — There were 11 elephants in the 
Northern Circle and 11 elephants in the Southern Circle at the close of the 
year, vide Annual Report from No, for the year. The condition of the 
elephants was generally good. There were only 2 cases of sore back. 

There were no departmental elephants in the Chittagong Division prior 
to the year under report since 1941-42 when all the clex^hants of tlie Southern 
Circle were in elephant conceiiiration camp under the supervision of a 
Special Ollicm’. Later some of them were taken over by the Military for 
military work.

The prices as noted above were neither paid from the Chittagong 
Division nor adjusted in any way in that division during the year under 
report. The condition of these elephants was on the whole good. Only 
Ganeshlal became temporarily unfit owing to wounds received while under 
military. 

Besides there were 3 elephants in the Chittagong Hill Tracts Division — 
one from the Collector of Chittagong and two from the Settlement Depart- 
ment. Tlie two elephants of the vSettlenient Department were made over to 
the Collector of Malda and the elephant from the Collector of Chittagong 
died of Puerperal Sepiiciaeviia. In the Chittagong Division, a small female 
elephant calf just over 36" high at the shoulder and about 6 months old 
was caught by the villagers. The calf was made over to the Ranger 
Officer, Ita/Ai feange, under the orders of the Deputy Commissioner, Chitta- 
gong Hill Tracts. 

70. Stoam and motor launches and flats. — In the Sunderbans Dvision 
the cost of maintaining the launches and flats was Rs. 36,403 (30,484) for 
repairs, Rs. 8,390 (10,186) for marine stores, Rs. 33,017 (32,325) for 
estal)lishment and Rs. 29,980 (28,916) for coal and oil, 

Tlie increase under repairs, coal and oil was due to higher cost of stores 
and labours and that under maintenance was due to payment of dearness 
allowance at higher rates. The decrease under marine stores was due to 
curtailment in purchase of stores on account of higher prices. The policy 
of denial of boats in the Sunderbans Dvision was continued. 

71. Wild Birds and Aniimals Protection Act.— Two cases under this Act 
were reported from the Chittagong Hill Tracts Division of which one was 
undetected.

75. Shooting and Fishing Associations.— -The activities of the Shooting 

and Fishing Associations continued to be satisfactory. 

7G. Destruction of crops by wild elephants and preventive measures 
taken. — ^Damage by wild animals continued in the Jalpaiguri and Buxa 
Divisions. Two rogue elephants were destroyed in the Jalpaiguri Division 
during the year. Kheddas were conducted and Rs. 21,800 was received 
as royalty. , 
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Khedda operation was suspended in the Chittapong Hill Tracts Division 
for two years prior to 1945-46 owing to war. As a result of whieli wild 
ele])hiiiits increased in number with resultant damage to plantations and 
public properties in the neighbouring villages. A klieddii inabal (Maini 
Kassalong) was leased out f(»r capturing wild elephants during the year and 
31s. olK) was realised from the licensee being royalty. 

77. Damage from storm.— Fifty-nine boats and^ dinghees and one 
depaitniental aceommoclation in tbe Suiiderbans Division sank by accident. 

78. Mela or fair in the forest areas. — Tlie ban on the annual fair at 
Duhia Ch ar in the Suiiderbans Division on “Hash rurniina’* day which was 
enforced in 1942-4.'! eontinued during the year. 

79. Dacca-Mymensingh Division — Squatters. — The survey of squatters 
land under the scheme sanctioned by GovernmeDt in their No. 10027For., 
dated 7th October 1942, was continued. 

SO. Dacca-Mymensingh — Financial results. — The net ])rofit on the work- 
ing of tile Attia Forests for the year under report fmounted to Its. 1,^10,750 
or Its. T-l-S per a<Te Jts. (S8,706 or Its. 2-1-S per acre). The net profit hu* 
the 3!howal Forests was Its.

III the same Division, climbers were cut over 11.898 acres of cop]>iee 
under the provisional scheme at a cost of Rs. 12,764 (9,776) when operation 
was combined with thinnings and no extra cost Avas incurred. 

81. General note. — T’he demand for timber and other forest produ(‘e 
during the first half of the year was as great as it was in the previous year. 
To meet the increased demand, increase in exploitation was maintained. 
TTie demand for firewood by the tea gardens for want of coal was very 
heavy. Every possible step was taken to meet the heavy deniaml. The 
subordinate stall of all the divisions, specially those in the Chittagong 
Division, worked extremely liard and very willingly under the most difficult 
conditions and deserve credit for what they bave achieved. 

82. The writer of this report records liere his appreciation of the services 
of officers and subordinates of both executive and clerical establishment for 
their ungrudging efforts needed by the times.

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CHAPTER IX— REVIEW OF FOREST ADMINISTRATION IN BENGAL 
FOR THE PERIOD 1st APRIL 1939 TO 31st MARCH 1946. 


1. A summary of the prop^ress made in Forest Administration in Bengal 
during the period lat April 1939 to 31st March 1946 is given below.

3. Forest Settlement. — During tlie period under review 640 square miles 
were l)r()uglLt under settlement, of which 632 square miles were previously 
Jh-otected forests in the Sunder bans Division and subsequently reserved 
forests. The total area finally settled on 31st March 1946 was 6,937 square 
miles against 6,e335 square miles on 1st April 1939. 

4. Deimaroation. — The total length of artificially demarcated boundaries 
was 6,978 miles on 31st March 1946 against 6,036 miles on Ist April 1939. 

5. Forest surveys. — The total area surveyed was 6,682 square miles at 
the close of the period under review against 6,720 stjuare miles at the 
beginning. 

6. Working Plans. — The total area under sanctioned working plans and 
schemes was 4,843 square miles at the close of the period as (‘oni pared with 
6,739 square miles at the beginning. The decrease was due to the fact that 
the whole area of the Chittagong Division was not under any working plan. 
Till revision of the working plan for that Division was postjioned. Simple 
schemes for selection felling were prejiared for the reserved forests. 

The working plans for the Darjeeling and Kurseong Divisions were 
revised during the period and brought into force. The work in connection 
with the revision of the working plans of the Jalpaiguri and Buxa Divisions 
was in jirogress. The working scheme of the Chittagong Hill Tracts Division 
for a period of 10 years from Ist April 1943 was sanctioned by the Board of 
Revenue, Bengal, under their No. 141J34E.A., dated 30th November 1945. 

The compilation of a working scheme for the Dacca-Myinensingh Division 
was completed but the scheme was not sanctioned during the period under 
review. 
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T. CommunicatiOOS and buiiliil^iai — ^The average annual expenditure 
during the period under report is shown in the following statement as com-

Owing to the shortage of funds during the previous quinquennial period, 
many of the buildings had deteriorated badly and retiuired immediate atten- 
tion to keep them fit for habitation while some others had passed tlie stage 
for economical repairs and needed complete reconstruction. Due to heavy 
extraction of timber and other forest produce to meet the war demands 
extensive rejiairs had to be done to tlie existing roads and paths and many 
new roads and paths had to ho constructed. These are the reasons for the 
increase of exjienditure under the heads ‘‘Hoads and bridges*^ and “Build- 
ings^’. The increase under head “Other works’* was due to special re])airs to 
and inaintcnaiice of wells, water pipes, revetment, drainage, fencing and 
jetties. 


8. Forest offences. — The average annual number of forest offences during 
the ])c‘riod under report is compared with that of the previous (luinciuennium

The decrease in number of offences was due to the fact that the sub- 
ordinate executive ^aff were so heavily engaged in all parts to* look after the 
war BUiiplies that it was not possible to jiay proper attention in detecting 
offences specially in the Chittagong and Chittagong Hill Tracts Divisions 
which were in the operational zone during the whole period under review. 

9. Fire protootion. — The average area under fire protection which was 
actively protected at the close of the period under report was 705 square 
miles against 1,549 square miles at its commencement. The .average of 
success was 96:7 against 99 ;! in the preceding period. The reduction in 
area is due to the fact that only those areas for which special protective 
measures had been undertaken are included in this period’s figures. 

10. P^ection from cattle. — The average area of forests under the 
Forests Directorate open to grazing was 1,042 square miles at the close of 
the period against 4,562 square miles at its beginning. The decrease is 
mainly due to exclusion of the areas of the TJnclassed State Forests over 
which Forest Directorate has no right other than to levy fees for the export 
of forest produce therefrom. 
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The average iiumher of cattle admitted into the forests under the Foffest 
Directorate for grazing was 47,444 against 55,260 in the ])receding period. The 
decrease in number of cattle allowed to graze is due to the fact that in the 
Dacc'a-Myiuensingli Division, the local villagers were allowed to graze 
unspecified number of their (‘attle in the forest free of charge. The actual 
number of cal tie grazed was not therefore available. During the period 
under review the avc;rage number of browsers decreased from 231 to 156. 
] Protective measures were adopted as usual to prevent destructive grazing in 
Die valuable forest.

The increase under “Timber and fuer' wus due to war su])plies. 

Thv increase under bamboi’is is partly due to sui)plies to the military and 
jiartly to increased demand from the public. 

The increase under Minor ])roduce is mainly due to royalty obtained for 
tile release of Kliedda maliuls. 

During the period, the Utilisation Division was mainly employed in 
assisting in tlie direction for supplies of timber, etc., for war piir])oscs. The 
Divisional Forest Officer jmrcliased huge quantity of timber in Die open 
market for supply to the Timber Dire(*torate of the Government of India, 
which may or may not have emanated from Bengal sources. 

12. Financial results. — The average financial results for the period under 
review as compared wuih those of the j»re(*ediiig period are show^n in tlie

The very large increase in the revenue, expenditure and resultant surplus 
was due to the increased activities of the Directorate w^ith regard to supplies 
of forest produce to the Military for war purposes particularly in South- 
East Bengal. In 1944-45, the surplus was the highest (viz., Ks. 55,03,838) 
ohlaiued since the creation of Directorate. 

13, Proyif^ial Forest Education. — ^The Bengal Forest School continued 
to afford training to men in the subordinate Forest Service in the rank of 
Foresters. There was no change in the standard of training given to the 
students. 



With a view to develop or rehabilitate the forest and increase the 
eJiicienoy of manaf^ement, a preliminary training school of ForesteTS, Forest 
Guards, etc. was opened in the Chittagong Division during 1940-46 to train 
newly appointed and inexperienced staff in the rudiments of their official 
duties. The course was for months and the subjects taught were (1) 
Forest Organisation in Bengal, (2) Forest Laws, (f3) Beat accounts and office 
up-keep, (4) Practical Forest works, (5) Map reading and Survey, and (6) 
Elejuentary ideas about Forest Engineering. 

.14. Administration. — During the period under review, the work on supplies 
of timber and other forest produce for war purposes continued to increase and 
nccf^ssitated re-enforcement in higher administration. A third circle called 
T’tilisation and Ilesearch Circle with a Conservator at the head was created 
from 1st December 1946 under notification Xo. 1()G94Fot., dated 19tli 
November 1946. The name of the “Ftilisation and Research Circle” was 
suf)sequently changed to * ‘Development Circle” with effect from 1st December 
1944 under Government Order No. 2(T472For. /W.A-68-44, dated 16th 
December 1944. Three Research Divisions were plucked under this newly 
created circle.

For reasons of better administration, a temporary post of Chief 
Conservator of Forests, Bengal, was created with effect from 1st December 
1944 under the Government Order No. 19285For/4E-62/44, dated 25th 
November 1944, and Mr. T. M. Coffey, c.i.e., i.f.s., held charge of the 
office of the Chief Conservator from Ist December 1944 to the end of the 
period under review. 

Because of the acute shortage of trained i)ersonnel for urgent works the 
activities of the Silvicultural and Working Plans Division were reduced to 
the minimum and only a skeleton establishment under one Divisional Forest 
Officer was maintained under G^overnment Order No. 3502For., dated 26th 
March 1946, and 4011For., dated lOth April 1942. 
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* 15. Forest legislation. — Bengal Timber Prices Control Order, 1944, was 
notified under notification Nos. 13561For., dated 7tli August 1944, and 
19095For., dated 23rd November 1944. 

The Bengal Private Forest Act, 1945, came into being at the end of the 
period under review. 

16. Mapw — ^Due to the recent changes in the constitution, the map 
requires thorough revision which will be done and issued in the next 
quinquennium. 

17. Goneralfl — Nearly the whole period under review was one of steady 
expansion in exploitation to meet war-time needs with the foreign sources 
virtually closed, the demand for timber rose to the extreme. There was also 
a steady expansion in the use of wood fuel to save transport on coal. Chitta- 
gong was the forward supply base for the Army in Arakan. The Japanese 
were in territorial possession of a part of the Keserved forests in the Chitta- 
gong Division from May to September 1944, and the atmosphere there was 
of front line activity.
